THEIR BODIES CONSUMED IN THE WRECK 


Twelve Passengers on the Train That Met 
Disaster at Ravenna Unaccounted For. 
Auziancz, O., July 6.—The horrible wreck 

at Ravenna Friday mornmg is still the topic 
of conyersation. The inquest was called by 
Coroner Sherman this morning but nothing 
important has been learned to date, This 
morning considerable excitement was oc- 
casioned by the report that Conductor 
Boynton’s report of the tickets showed twelve 
people yet unaccounted for, though some may 
have left the wreck without making them- 
selves known. Conductor Boynton is firmly 
of the opinion that others were entirely con- 
sumed in the fire, and that his son, who was 
the negligent flagman supposed to have been 
the cause of the wreck, was one of the vic- 
tims. 

The inquest may develop some sensational 
facts in this matter. Those who visited the 
wreck Friday morning noticed pieces of 
burned flesh lying about the ruins too small 
to be identified as belongug to any 
part of a human body. The 
bodies. have all been taken away 
except that of the nurse-girl who was killed in 
the sleeper. Her naine was Mamie Kennan, 
in the employ of Ignatius Kugel of Cincinnati. 
The. child she had with her was a little boy in- 
stead of a girl as reported. Sixteen bodies 
were taken to Corning, one to Brooklyn, N. 
I., and one to Cincinnati. -

The stanch bteamship Eider of the North 
German Lloyd line first got hold of the news 


and signaled it to the man in the 
tower on Fire Island, by whom 
it was fidshed to the city several 


hours before | the Eider itself got to the city. 
At half-past 9 this morning, when about one 
hundred and thirty miles east of Sandy Hook, 
in latitude degrees and 30 minutes and 
longitude degrees, the Eider first 
caught sight of the Servia being towed by the 
Chester. p Servia had flags up. Capt. 
Baur of the Eider, which got to its pier to- 
night, said that he did not consider the Servia 
was in any danger whatever; that the sea 
was quite smooth and that under tow 
it was making between four aud 
five knots an hour, with a westerly breeze 
against it. He did not think that it would 
reach the Cunard pier much before noon to- 
morrow. : 

The breaking of its crank pin, he said, 
is a serious| matter, for it may not be able to 
get another one hete unless it has one on 
board, and to get one from England may in- 
vol ve a delay of ten days.“ 

The Servia is one of the finest vessels in the 
Cunard fleet and is too well known to need any 
extended description. It has a gross tonnage 
of 8,500 tons and is 530 feet long, 52 
feet broad, 44 feet 9 inches deep 
and has three cylinder compound 
surface condensing engines with a capacity of 
10,500 horse power. It is a single screw ves- 
sel. Ifit were a twin screw the breaking of 
a crank pin would have stopped only one set 
ot engines and it could have proceeded with 
the other screw.

TAMMANY RULE 18 EXPENSIVE. 


„ Win open Their Eyes When 
They Receive Their Bills. 

New York, July 6.—[Special.]—Gothamites 
who voted for Tammany Hall candidates last 
fall under the impression that Tammany rule 
was resulting in low takes will probably open 
their eyes when they receive their tax bills 
this year. The tax budget for 1891, presented 
to the Board of Aldermen at aspecial meeting 
held today, shows that Tammany rule is an 
expensive luxury. As the tax rate is kept 
down so in proportion do assessed valuations 
go up. The budget for 1891 shows an in- 
creased valuation on real estate of $65,957,813, 
and on personal estate of $22,921,135, a total 
increase of $88,878,948 over the valuation for 
1890. The relative assessed valuation of real 
estate for 1890 and 1891 is as follows: As- 
sessed valuation 1890, 81, 398, 290,007; assessed 
valuation 1891, $1,464,247, 8201s increase, $65,- 
957,813. The relative assessed valpation of 
personal estate .is as follows: Personal es- 
tate 1890, $11,740,041; personal estate 1891, 
$14,854,981; increase, $3,114,890. Total real 
and personal estate for 1890, $1,696,976,390; 
total real and personal for 1891, $1,785,857,338 ; 
total increase, $88,878,948. 


ANOTHER WAR IN HAYTI LIKELY. 


Discontent Over Hippolyte’s 
Lead te a Rebellion. 
New Tokx, July 6.—[Special.}—The Atlas 
line steamer Alvena arrived here today from 
Jeremie and other West Indian ports, and 
brings interesting Haytian news, The Alvena 
left Jeremi June 20, and there were indica- 
tions then that the black republic would soon 
be the scene of another bloody rebellion. 
Jeremie is in the southern part of the island, 
where Hippolyte first gained friends and sym- 
pathizers. It was there he first gained mate- 
rial strength in his claimg to the Presidency, 
and there it was he expected to retain friends, 
but that province at the present time is bitter- 
ly opposed to Hippolyte, and there are loud 
mutterings against his rule. So strong has 
grown the opposition to the President and so 
active are his enemies that an actual out- 
break is likely to occur at any time. Many of 
the residents are so fearful of the conse- 
quences of the impending ingurrection that 
they are emigrating from the scene of future 
rapine and bloodshed. The Alvena carried a 
number of residents of Jeremie to — 
Jamaica, and more are depa on every 
vessel. Officer Sengraves of the Alliance 
stated today that in conversation with an old 
resident of Jeremie who formerly occupied a 
government position the man told him that 
the present government of Hayti could not 
last long. At the present time the enemies 
of Hippolyte are actively at work and prepar- 
ing fer a struggle to overturn the present gov- 
ernment. An old Haytian . politician named 
Maybrant i is secretly fomenting rebellion, and 
is looked upon as Hippolyte’s successor. 
Legitime has no strength among the Hay- 
tians and will not figure in any future rebell- 
ion. Hippolyte is 75 years ola, and does not 
fully appreciate the danger to his rule.

Suit Against Cotton Ol! Trust Men. 

At the annual meeting of the American Cotton 
Oil company resolutions were introduced by 
Henry B. Andrews, one of the turgs stockholders, 
setting forth that in 1484 the trustées of the Cot- 
ton-Seed Oil Trust, now the American Cotton Oil 
company had purchased the entire. property 
of the United States Cotton Seed Cleaning 
company, capitalized at $1,500,000. The only cash 
assets found in the treasury of the purchaséd 
company were $19,000, and the only other assets 
were patents of more than doubtful value. Nev- 
ertheless the trustees issued against this purchase 
$5,000,000 in trust certificates. The United States 
company was supposed to have a new and valua- 
ble process for cleaning cotton seed and extract- 
ing oil. but the resolutions declared it to be com- 
paratively worthless. The resolutions went on to 
declare that certain trustees of the Cotton Oil 
Trust might have profited by the purchase re- 
ferred to, and recommended that suits be brought 
against three members of the old board—J. F. 
O'Shaughnessy, J. L. Macaulay, and J. J. Greene. 
The resolutions were passed.

In the letter to President William R. Har- 
per Mr. Green recounts at length the wishes 
of the Board of Trustees regarding the dis- 
position of the portion of Mr. Ogden’s estate. 
The following extract from Mr. Green’s final 
letter gives the views of the trustees and facts 
regarding the amount likely to be turned 
over under the bequest: 

7 Scope of the School. 

Viewed from the standpoint of the executors, 
the school is to be a monument to the name of 
their testator, the late William B. Ogden, for so 
many years a resident of the City of Chicago and 
the first Mayor of that city. From this stand- 
point it is desirable, therefore, that the school 
should be a separate department of the univer- 
sity and should bear the name already stated, 
of the Ogden Scientific School. Its purpose is 
to be the furnishing to graduate students the 
best facilities possible for scientific investiga- 
tion, both by courses of lectures which shall be 
provided, and the laboratory practice afforded ; 
to these ends the income of the moneys appro- 
priated from the estate is to be devoted and shall 
be used for the payment of salaries and fellow- 
ships and the maintenance of laboratories in 
physics, chemistry, biology, geology, and astron- 
omy, with the subdivisions of these departments. 
It is also to be understood that a large share of 
the time of professors in the school should be 
given to original investigation, and that encour- 
agemen< of every kind should be furnished them 
to publish the result of their investigations. a 
portion of the funds being set apart for the pur- 
pose of such publication. 

Of course it is to be understood that this school 
is to include all the graduate work of the uni- 
versity on the objecta mentioned, and that further 
appropriations or donations which may be made 
toward these objects should be added to the 
original foundation and not devoted to new 
schools doing similar or parallel work. It is also 
proposed that some portion, though perhaps an 
inconsiderable one, of the income of the founda- 
tion should be set apart for the purchase of books 
not to be placed in the general library of the uni- 
versity but in the special department&l and 
laboratory libraries of the proposed school. 

Exact Amount Not Ascertainable. 

As you are already aware, the exact amount of 
the moneys which may become applicable to the 
foundation of this school under the designation is 
not now ascertainable. An unfortunate litigation 
is now pending over the clause in Mr. Ogden’s 
will under which the appropriation will be made, 
but though no decision has as yet been reached 
in that litigation it is the confident expectation 
of the executors that the amount which will 
| finally become applicable to the purpose of 

the proposed scientific school will certainly not 

be less than $300,000 and may reach a sum consid- 
erably in excess of half a million. With the 
broad foundation on which it is proposed that 
this school should be based it will be necessary

Ogden Scientific School, on the receipt of 
this sum, whether or not the wish and expecta- 
tion of the trustees be realized in the final re- 
ceipt fromthe charity fund of a much larger 
sum. In the event, however, of any unforeseen 
circumstances preventing the moneys designated 
from reaching the above mentioned sum of $300,- 
000, it is further understood that the moneys 
which may be received shall be used for the 
endowing of one or more professorships in said 
university to be severally known as the Ogden 
professorships. 

Other Suggestions. 

Mr, Green continues with the statement 
‘that it is the wish of the trustees that they be 

allowed some voice in the development of the 
pian, and he suggests that at least one of the 
Board of Trustees of the University should 
be the nominee of the executors and trustees 
of the Ogden estate. 

One point in particular is brought out in the 
letter from Mr. Green acting on behalf of the 
trustees, and that is the desire of the executors 
for a distinct understanding that there shall 
be an. absolute freedom in the admission of 
students and Professors alike without refer- 
ence to their particular religious beliefs. The 
assurances of Prof. Harper are sufficient to 
„satisfy Mr. Green, but he desires to make 3 
clear statement of the point that there may be 
no subsequent dispute. 

President Harper replied to the letter from 
Mr. Green under date of July 1, in which he 
expressed the thanks of the directory of the 
University of Chicago and assured the execu- 
tors that they would join heartily in honoring 
one who was 80 closely identified with the 
early history of Chicago. President Harper 
wrote in this letter: 

“In view of Mr. Ogden’s personal interest 
in the cause of education and of the official 
relations which at one time he sustained to 
the old University of Chicago the appropriate- 
ness of the designation will be universally 
conceded.” 

As President of the university he felt free to 
pledge the acceptance of the gift and also an 
administration of the funds in strict accord 
with the terms indicated. The board mem- 
bership was full, President Harper wrote, but 
he had formed a plan whereby the donors of 
the fund would have proper representation 
upon the board. 

Ine property left by Mr. Ogden has been va- 
riously estimated at from $5,000,000 to $12,000,- 
000. The entire estate was divided, under the 
terms of the will, into twenty shares, and in 
making bequests to heirs Mr. Ogden designa- 
ted that so many shares or parts of shares 
should go to each person named in the will. 
One and o shares were set aside for 
charitable P and the trustees under the 
will were given authority to make such dispo- 

‘sition of this portion of the estate as in their 
judgment seemed best.

to London by registered mail.

G. W. Rietz, J. Ensign Fuller, Dunlap Smith, 
George M. Moulton, F. A. Hecht, Joseph 
Lathrop, Adolph Loeb, E. F, Osborne, and 
Charles F. Pierce. At the meeting yesterday 
the secretary read the proceedings of the 
meeting held im April, at which authority to 
negotiate with European capitalists was con- 
ferred on Mr. Belvin. The success of his mis-

THE REAL SIGNIFICANCE OF EMPEROR 
WILLIAM'S VISIT. 


Behind all the pageantry and pomp of Em- 
peror William’s visit to England lie matters 
of deep significance. It is now the third time 
he has been to England, and considering the 
fricndly relations Which have existed between 
the English and Germans from time im- 
memorial it is not remarkable that the retep- 
tion given the young Emperor is of the most 
brilliant kind and that it stands out in strik- 
ing and suggestive contrast with the treatment 
of his English mother during her recent 
visit to Paris. It is the comparison between 
this friendly greeting on the one hand and 
that unfriendly greeting on the other that dis- 
closes the real significance of the brilliant“ 
pageantry and popular acclamations that at- 
tend upon the imperial visit and that have in- 
spired such enthusiastic comments in the Ger- 
man and British papers. 

In the midst of all this enthusiasm it is im- 
possible not to recognize the great political 
fact that it is the practical adhesion of Britain 
to the Dreibund which has occasioned it, and 

the strong triangle has become an im- 
pregnable quadrilateral. More than any trib- 
ute to Germany’s greatness this reception in- 
dicates England's desire to cement its friend- 
ship with that empire and to place it beyond 
any possibility of successful assault. 

The most important contribution which 
Britain will make to the Dreibund in case of 
a Franco-Russian attack is its powerful iron- 
clad fleet. It will add an element of immense 
strength to the resources of the other three 
powers. It will neutralize any danger to Ger- 
many or Italy from the French and Russian 
fleet and will enable Germany, Italy, and Aus- 
tria to preserve their commercial communica- 
tions with the outside world. It will make 
England secure in the possession of Egypt and 
Italy equally secure in its protectorate on the 
Red Sea border. The Mediterranean virtually 
will become an English lake, and, secure in its 

ontrol of it, England will no longer parley 
with France or make any conditions, financial 
or otherwise, as to the time when she will 
abandon the occupation of Egypt. She will 
say to France, We will withdraw from Egypt 
when we get ready and not sooner, and what 
are you going to do about it? 

While the strength of England on the sea is 
known and unquestioned, perhaps sufficient 
attention has not been paid to her strength on 
land. She can add, if necessary, to the Drei- 
bund’s resources a reinforcement of 100,000 
disciplined troops on short notice. Per- 
haps more important than all else 
she can loan the sinews of war to the 
Dreibund in the shape of money, which 
is a vital point, since Italy is comparatively 
bankrupt and Austria has not money enough 
to put and keep half the troops in the field 
which she is capable of raising. It will enable 
the three powers to make a long war, for 
Britain, though usually slow in entering a 
contest, has remarkable staying powers, as 
was shown in the Napoleonic and other wars. 
It also makes England secure against French 
menaces. The strength of the Dreibund will 
be placed beyond all question when Britain 
gives in her adhesion to it. 

The transformation of the Dreibund” 
into a “ Vierbund”’ sufficiently disposes of 
the threatened attack of France and Russia 
on Germany, and we may expect it will now 
disappear and a long peace be assured. We 
in this country do not want any belligerent 
complications in Europe. Our interests and 


the German Emperor’s visit means the 
strengthening of the relations of Germany, 
Austria, Italy, and England it means the 
mamtenance of peace in Europe. Russia and 
France have both been good friends of ours 
in times of trouble, and Americans would 
deepl¥ regret to see any disaster overtake 
them. The Vierbund may lead to a gen- 
eral mutual disarmament, to the enormous 
advantage of all the powers.

THE GREAT COLD-STORAGE PLANT, 

As already announced in Tun Trisunz En- 
glish capitalists have invested in the cold- 
storage plant which for some time past has 
been in process of erection on the west bank 
of the river, south of Lake street. They pay 
for it the enormous price of $4,50),000, half of 
which is in cash, but the property may prove 
to be worth it. There is a big opening for 
such an institution, if only for its preservative 
feature, which will add vastly to the value of 
that part of the produce trade of Chicago 
whieh now centers on South Water street. It 
will take care of the more perishable articles 
of human food, and by keeping them in a dry 
cold atmosphere will render them practically 
as imperishable as are wheat or corn, which 
can be stored without damage fortwo or three 
years in succession. It wiil turn them out 
when wanted for consumption in as good 
shape as when placed there, with all the 
original delicacy of flavor preserved intact 
and the rich juices unimpaired by the lapse 
of time. 

Probably few people have an idea of the 
range of value of such an addition to the 
means of providing for the food of a large 
city and surroundings. Meats, butter, cheese, 
eggs, potatoes, apples, peaches, strawberries, 
cherries, parsnips, bananas, and watermelons 
do not comprise a tithe of the articles which 
will be stored there in abundance until want- 
ed. Not only will this cold storage save a vast 
amount of property from going to waste by 
spoiling before it can reach the consumer, but 
it will give him much of the advantage to be 
derived from a practical inversion of the sea- 
sons at his own volition. He can by its aid 
enjoy the bananas of Yucatan, the watermel- 
ons of Georgia, the peaches of Michigan, the 
strawberries of Southern Illinois, and the 
pears of California in midwinter, and enjoy 
all the year round many other of the bounties 
of nature, the use of which has hitherto been 
limited to but a few weeks, each in ita own 
season, except as it may have been extended 
by the not always acceptable “ preserve” by a 
liberal employment of sugar. 

It is also proposed to establish in connec- 
tion with the warehouses suites of offices, a 
central exchange for the wholesale transfer of 
ownership in these products, and with a bank 
with a capital of a million dollars for the 
special accommodation of dealers in these 
commodities, perishable no longer. In that 
admirable location, in the center of the city, 
on the bank of the river, with a railroad run- 
ning through the middle of the property, it 
may be expected in a little time to grow into 
an institution almost as important as are the 
Stock-Yards to the trade of the city and 
equally wide in its range of operations. It 
will collect what has hitherto been called 
“street produce from every part of the con- 
tinent, and distribute it not only to consumers 
in this city but to cities and towns in many 
other States than Illinois, It is reasonable 
to expect that this feature of our business 
will speedily be doubled as a consequence of 
the added facilities, it being well known that 
for years past the principal limitation has 
been the time within which this description 
of property could be handled before becom- 
ing unsalabie because of incipient decay. 

The transaction has brought to this city an 
important addition to the millions of foreign 
capital already invested here, and it is wel- 

come because it will be well and usefully em- 
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4 capitalists and let 
them retire with a we profit. Till 
then the people of Chicago can well afford to 
patronize it and reap‘ the advantages it will 
confer upon the city at large. Doubtless the 
buildings will be finished and the market 
under full headway by the time the great 
World's Fair is opened. Its facilities will be 
wanted then to aid in provifling for the large 
influx of visitors who will come here from all 
parts of the civilized world, and of itself it 
will form no small attraction to many thou- 
sands as being the only complete establish- 
ment on the face of the globe for handling and 
preserving on a mammoth scale the more per- 
ishable articles used for human food. 


FOURTH OF JULY AT THE DWIGHT m. 
STITUT 


The celebration of the Fourth of July at 
Dr. Keeley’s Institute in Dwight was the first 
of its kind that has ever oceurred in this old 
world from the time that Father Noah was 
discovered in a disgraceful state of inebria- 
tion down to this year of grace 1891. It was 
as enthusiastic as it was unique and as sug- 
gestive as it was unprecedented, An alumni 
of 400 and an audience of 5,000 assembled 
there. It had no predecessors, but it will 
have many successors, for the emancipation 
which was celebrated is progressive and per- 
manent.

The ordinary 
university has a catalogue of youths with no 
definite purpose in life yet formed. The Dwight 
Institute has merchants,do¢tors, lawyers, Judg- 
es, ministers, politicians, officeholders, art- 
ists, bankers, brokers, railroad managers, pro- 
fessors, farmers, journalists, clerks, scientists, 
actors, and others whose life-work has been 
laid out, but who had lost their grip on it and 
saw no way to recover it until the doors of 
Dwight were thrown open to them and the 
miracle of resurrection in life was wrought. 
No Foyrth of July before ever witnessed such 
a congregation of happy, joyous, enthusiastic, 
buoyant men. It was a persdnal emancipa- 
tion and a personal celebration whose echoes 
reached to homes they had left and awoke equal 
joy among women and children. It was an 
uplifting from low depths of degradation into 
a higher, healthier atmosphere filled with 
hope, faith, and courage, and the possibilities 
of renewed life, restored energies, strength- 
ened will, and fresh ambition.

In his letter on the silver question printed 
in yesterday’s Tarnunz Mr. Harrison quotes 
a remark made by Albert Gallatin—who, with 
the possible exception of Hamilton, was the 
ablest Secretary of the Treasury this country 
has had—in reference to paper money, and 
seeks to create the impression that Gallatin 
was willing to dispense with a metallic cur- 
rency altogether. All quotations regarding 
paper money made from the writings of one 
who called himself “an ultra-bullionist”’ 
must be readin the light of the following 
statement made by him: 

A paper currency is either convertible at will 
into specie or redeemable at some future time, or 
altogether irredeemable. The two last descrip- 
tions are excluded by the Constitution of the 
United States. 


Mr. Gallatin wrote this in 1831, long before 
the legal-tender decisions. The paper money 
he advocated was money redeemable on de- 
mand in coin, and was not the “fiat” stuff 
that Peffer and Polk demand. 

A thorough study of Gallatin's writings 
would be of great profit to Mr. Harrison, 
That gentleman asserts that free silver coin- 
age will bea good thing because it will make 
money more abundant, and that a greater 
abundance of money means higher prices and 
increased prosperity. A report made to the 
United States Senate in 1830 on the subject of 
the sales of the public lands said that they 
should have been a great deai more than they 
were. They were, it was said, only a million 
a year, “the reason for which is want of 
money to purchase.” The remedy proposed 
was for the government to issue some paper 
money, “the general bepetit of which would 
be stupendous.” 

Were our own government to increase our cir- 
culating medium only fifty millions of dollars, in- 


come-yielding property would rise two thousand 
millions of dollars. 

Mr. Gallatin’s comment is: 

Supposing this additiorfal issue of paper by the 
government should not experience any devrecia- 
tion. If not depreciated, the same quantity of 
labor, of wheat, or of any other commodity is nec- 
essary, and must be given,in order to obtain an 
equal quantity either of that paper or of specie, 
If depreciated and circulating, the farmer micht 
indeed obtain two dollars of that paper instead of 
one in specie for a bushel of wheat and the labor- 
er receive one dollar nomipal instead of half a 
dollar in specie for a day’s labor. But what ben- 
efit would arise to either, since the farmer would 
be obliged to pay also a double nominal price for 
the labor he wanted, and the laborer a similar 
double price for the farmer's wheat, and since 
both would likewise be obliged to give a double 
price for any article of merchandise they might 
want when paid with that paper? This is so sim- 
ple and obvious that we are entirely unable to un- 
derstand on what grounds the contrary doctrine 
can be sustained. Paper having no in- 
trinsic value never can, whatever its amount may 
be, add anything directly tq the national wealth. 

The higher prices which Mr. Harrison offers 
as the reward of free coinage of depreviated 
silver bullion would be the higher prices 
spokén of by Mr. Gallatin. Everything would 
seemingly be higher, but in reality everything 
would be relatively w if was before. 
Everybody would be like that Pennsylvania 
manufacturer who, accorfling to Ben Frank- 
: protective tariff 
through the Assembly. after it had gone 
into force he found that while his products 
ee er nge Bes he had to pay 
other manufacturers an equal advance on 
their goods. So be was to see that he 
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enables them to “do” their Creditors out of 
part of what they honestly owe. 


THE MARRIAGE OF MINNE AND PAUL. 

The certainty of a union between Minneap- 
olis and St. Paul at no distant day is empha. 
sized by the friendly and 


liminaries of the ceremony as well as the 
marriage settlements. They are approaching 
each other in a coy and coquettish manner, 
but behind it all there is manifest a serious. 
ness of purpose which makes it apparent this 
is not a flirtation but serious business, to end 
in the union of Minne and Paul. 

In the correspondence which is passing be- 
tween the two we hear no more of the old 
prejudices and animosities which have made 
these two wrangling creatures so conspicuous 
during the last yearortwo. Minne no longer 
accuses Paul of lying and dishonesty and Paul 
no longer reiterates his old charge that Minne 
is a brazen as well as padied hussy. It 1s a 
pleasant spectacie. The whole country is 
given a rest and is no longer disturbed by 
their vociferous quarrels. The union, how- 
ever, is not one of love so much as of busi- 
ness, and sometimes these unions are as suc- 
cessful and permanent as those based merely 
upon passion, It is conceded that the pro- 
posed union will bless and benefit both, and 
that they can afford to bury all their past ugly 
issues in view of the mutual profit which will 
accrue. They are looking the difficulties 
squarely in the face. As to which charter 
shall be retained, it is proposed to take neither, 
but submit a brand-new charter to the people 
made out of the best provisions in the two old 
ones. As to the name, it is only necessary 
that each should sacrifice a part of its old ap- 
pelation, and lo there is Minnepaul, Minne 
coming first as being the better half. As o 
the postoffice, it is suggested that there is 
nothing to prevent the continuance of the two 
by making one a general and the other a 
branch office The Minneapolis Tribune, 
which has been a very virago in its treatment 
of Paul, discusses the situation in the follow- 
ing amicable manner: 


When once a union of the two cities is resolved. 
upon tbe details can be easily adjusted. Of 
course, as the circumstances are unique and the 
city to be created will be unique, so a city gov- 
ernment, officers, etc., may be constituted out of 
the ordinary municipal line, devised to meet some 
of the difficulties which may arise. We might 
suggest some of the innovations which occur to 
us in this connection, but as they are the offspring 
of the moment it is perhaps well enough to re- 
frain from presenting them when they might be 
regarded as settled propositions. The main point 
at present is to discuss this subject, fairly in good 
spirit, and with a view not to immediate but ulti- 
mate union, 


The good feeling which characterizes the 


above extract shows what a radical change 


has occurred in the sentiments of these two 
proud, ambitious young creatures, and Paul 
himself is by no means slow in reciprocating 
the advances of Minne, Thetwo have gone 
far enough to concede the desirability of the 
union and now are temperately discussing the 
terms upon which it may be consummated. 
They are engaged. Let us hope that uo quar- 
rel or disagreement will break up the match. 
Should any untoward circumstances bring 
about such a calamity the subsequent wrang- 
ling and howling of the two woula be more 


‘than the country could stand. By all means 


let the wedding come off so that we may have 
peace, if for no other reason, and this great 
Northwestern scandal may be buried. 


PRICE AND QUALITY OF CARPETS, 

The Philadelphia Press says that the higher 
duties on wool have not been such a bai thing 
for the carpet-makers and the carpet-buyers. 
It publishes the prices of a dozen grades of 
carpeting for a year ago and for today and 
„points with pride to the fact that only 
three kinds are dearer than they were, while 
some cost no more than they did and others are 
a little cheaper. The quotations in the Press are 
correct, but it fails to call attention to the 
fact that those carpets whose wholesale price 
has gone up 5 or 6 cents a yard are the cheap- 
est grades, which are the most extensively 
used, The carpeting of the common people 
costs more than it did, as Tue Trisung said 
would be the case when the duties on carpet 
wools were raised. Goods at $1.80 a yard are 
a little cheaper. Those at 75 cents have gone 
up. Workingmen pay more; capitalists pay 
less. 

If the Press is anxious to know why the 
prices of some medium grades have remained 
unchanged in spite of the higher prices of 
carpet wools the explanation is an easy one, 
The manufacturers use more cotton. There 
is an impression among some persons that 
carpets are made out of wool. This is by no 
means the case. In the census year 1880 the 
carpet men used the following materials in 
making their goods: 


Cotton warp.. 
Woolen yarn.. ebe de ee ee 88 coos 
Worsted yarn.. — ose 
Shoddy and hair. os 

The imported carpet ‘wools ‘coat u more than 
they did a year ago, and the manufacturer, 
wno does not like to raise prices unless he has 
to, is mixing in more cotton. Those who 
make the best grades of carpeting and use 
some good American wool have been getting 
that at a lower price, and this has compensated 
them in part for the higher duties on the im- 
ported wools. Where the higher wool duties 
have not caused bigger prices they have 
caused inferior fabrics. 
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THE BUSINESS BAROMETER. 

The bank clearings in fifty-five principal 
cities of the United States during the lust six 
months foot up a total of about $27,120,000,- 
000, which is fuily 10 per cent less than the ag- 
gregate for the corresponding time last year. 
The decrease of $3,067,000,000 is, however, 
mostly due to a great falling off in stock deal- 
ings at New York, that city contributing nine- 
tenths of the amount in the total deficiency 
of this year as compared with last. The fol, 
lowing are the principal percentages of de- 
crease: New York, 14,6; Boston, 11.7; Phila- 
delphia, 12.7; Pittsburg, 13.6; Kansas City, 
12.2; Denver, 13.4; Omaha, 17; Birmingham 
(Ala.), 29.6; and Wichita, 34. The principal 
percentages of increase were: Chicago, 9.4; 
San Francisco, 10; Buffalo, 11.9; Minneapo- 
lis, 18.7; Portland (Ore.), 11.9; Peoria, 15.5; 
Sioux City, 13.2; Tacoma, 22.3; Des Moines, 
22.8; and Los Angeles, 14.5. 

For the month of June Chicago rolls up a 
total of $374,709,000, being a gain of 4½ per 
cent as compared with June of last year; the 
total for Boston is $363,018,000, a loss of 19 per 
cent; New York $2,545,500,000, a loss of near- 
ly 20 per cent; and the aggregates for all ex- 
hibit a decrease of 14½ per cent. New En- 
gland and the Middle and Southwestern States 
are the groups which show the most marked

Northwestern, and Southern are gainers. It 
will be observed that Chicago continues to 
lead Boston, the difference in our favor for the 
month being $11,700,000 or more than 3 per 
cent, New York is now the only city that 
leads Chicago in the volume of bank clear- 
ings, and it is falling behind while we are 
each month effecting a handsome increase in 
our aggregate in spite of dull ti elsewhere.

There is reason to believe 
that so much of the dullness as is due to these 
crop conditions will prove to be only tempo- 
rary, the yield of this year promising to be 
large enough to cause such an active move- 
ment as to make partial amends for the fall- 
ing off in 1890. And with this there is a fair 
prospect that good prices will be realized for 
the larger crop surplus, owing to the unusual 
deficiency in Europe, which will make a mar- 
ket for about all we have to sell.

The Massachusetts Drunk Law. 

The new law in Massachusetts allowing each 
citizen two sprees a year without penalties, but 
imprisoning all who exceed this limit, went into 
effect Wednesday. On that day comparatively 
few drunks were reported, The test of the meas- 
ure comes today. If the “glorious Fourth” is 
not an uproarious Fourth the law is a demon- 
strated success. 

The general prediction, 2 is that the law 
cannot stand. It puts too high a premium upon 

revarication. If the prisoner persuades the sta- 

ion o r that he has not had his year's allow- 
ance of arrests he is disch It makes the 
privileges of strangers too, much greater than 

hose. of residents. The existing privileges of 
strangers do not need to be extended. Finally it 
treats as no offense what certainly is an offense. 

Not every body says: Beware of the first 
Arink,“ but everybody does say:; Beware of the 
first drunk.” A law which imposes no penalty 
whatever for an acknowledged wrong is not strict- 
ly in accordance with the principles of justice. 

Nevertheless we are in sympathy with the spirit 
of the new measure, and believe that some of its 
provisions are not only bound to stand in Massa- 
chusetts, but be accepted in other States. The 
sharp distinction it mikes between men occasion- 
ally drunk and rounders is valid and neces- 
gary. The former should be released as promptly 
as possible to resume their work. The latter 
thould be imprisoned as long as necessary to pre- 
vent their resuming their carousals. The object 
of all punishment is the protection of the public 
and the reformation of the offender. Neither of 
these objects can be attained if hard-workingmen 
are imprisoned as if they were habitual drinkers, 

r habitual drunkards released as if they were 

ard-workingmen. 

In another respect the law is good. It abolishes 
the system of fines. It is the disgrace of our juris- 
2 that. in spite of our boasted equality 
before the laws,” it is next to impossible to pun- 
ish any man of means for any crime he may com- 
mit he complete removal of this abuse is im- 

ible, so long as the law’s delay remains what 
it is, and the public is ever ready to bear che costs 
and thus put rich and poor on equal footing. But 
the abuse which the = cannot yet ™ a. 
ought at least to refuse to sanction. The 
vision of this Massachusetts law. that all 5 
ers must be punished alike, no matter what this 
means, is thoroughly just.—John Cockerill’s Ad- 
vertiser.

Most Gorgeous and Imposing Naptial Cere- 


mony Witnessed in England for Many 
Years—The British Royal Family and 
the German Emperor and Empress in 
Attendance—The Kaiser Visits Eton and 
Talks to the Boys—The Bride's Trous- 
seau, 

Loxpox, July 6.—Shortly after 4 o'clock, 


amid scenes of splendor and with most 


imposing ‘ceremonies, 
the- Princess Louise,

ried to Prince Aribert 
of Anhalt, in the his- 
toric St. George's Chap- 
el, Windsor Castle, 
Not since the marriage 
of the late Duke of Al- 
bany has the castle 


PRINCESS LOUISE. been crowded with so 


many distinguished people, and not since that 
event has the chapel been so crowded with 
members of royal families. The decorations 
of this chapel royal were grand in the ex- 
treme. The stalls of the Knights of the Gar- 
ter were set aside for some of the most im- 


portant guests and the Bray and Portland 
Chapels were fitted up as retiring-rooms. 
During the morning there were some heavy 


showers of rain, but that only served to lay 


the dust and to brighten up the foliage, flow- 
ers and grass, while in no way damping the 
ardor of the thousands upon thousands of peo- 
ple who thronged into Windsor today. As 
the hour fixed for the ceremony—4 o’clock in 
the afternoon—drew near Windsor Castle and

The Queen of England in the most elab- 
crate of all the carriages, surrounded by life 
guardsmen, maguificent horses, arms 
cuirasses and helms flashing brightly, formed 
the fourth joint of this bewildering, attractive 
procession. The state carriages. with their

As soon as the Em- 
peror arrived at the head of the line the young 
Eton Volunteers’ presented arms in a most 
suldierly precise manner, causing the Emper- 
or to smile with approval. As the lads 
brought their rifies to the present the Eton 
School Band struck up the national anthem 
and the crowds in the neighborhood cheered 
most heartily. 

After the last note of the anthem died away 
on the morning ait the young amateur soldiers 
were put through the manual of arins and 
other exercises. ‘The youngsters then marched 
past the Emperor, who sat on horseback, suf- 


} rounded by staff officers. The lads’ marching 


was worthy of high praise and evidently 
pleased the imperial guest of England. After 
the march past the Eton Volunteers again 
formed in line and at a signal gave three ring- 
ing cheers for the Emperor, in which greet- 
ings they were joined by everybody pres- 
ent, among whom were a chowd of Mon- 
ians of the pat and present. The Em- 
peror was evidently much pleased with this 
portion of the day’s enjoyment.

STORY OF THE WITCHCRAFT “SPOOK.” 


A Woman Dziven Insane by the Charge 
That She Was a Witch. 

Reapine, Pa., July 4.—An accusation made 
by gossiping neighbors that Miss Mary Ruth 
of Greshvilic, this county, was a witch drove 
her insane. Miss Ruth is 30 years of age and 
lives with an older unmarried sister named 
Hannah. The two have for many years 
nursed an invalid mother who died recently. 
Mauy people still believe in witchcraft.. When 
one is supposed to be bewitched they consult 
Dr. Otto Nagermin of Reading, who has the 
reputation in that neighborhood of destroying 
the power of witches. 

Several years ago Mrs. Horace Boyer, a 
neighbor c? the Ruths became afflicted with 
a complication of diseases. A number of 
doctors,treated her for different ailments, but 
none of them gave any relief. Her husband 
says that she queer spells generaliy once 
a day, when she would become violent, tear 


her hair out, and try to jump out of the 


second-story window. ‘ 

Her husband says: “ Something strange 
was working in-her. I consulted the leading 
witch doctor, and he told me that my wife 
was under a spell, having been bewitched or 
magnetized,” 

Mr. Boyer went home, used the charms pre- 
scribed by the “* witch doctor,“ and, remark- 
able to relate, his wife’s health commenced to 
improve. 

er husband says: She is now restored to 
health and is able todo her own housework 
for the first time in several years.“ 

The fact that Mrs. Boyer is now convalescent 
only strengthened the belief of the neighbors 
that she had been under a spell,“ and by 
common consent they decided that Mary Ruth 
was the witch. This preyed on Miss Ruth’s 
mind and she suffered untold mental tortures. 
Then, as she seemed to realize the enormity 
of the acvusation, she became araving ma- 
niac, 

She was unable to eat or sleep for several 
weeks, spending most of her time in pacing 
up and down her room. She threw furniture 
out of the window, tore her clothing into 
shreds, and attacked her sister Hannah with 
a butcher knife and a chair. When the 
World correspondent wasat the house to- 
day. Hannah's arm wasinasling, her face 
- cut, and both her eyes were black and 
blue. 

One evening recently Mary escaped out of a 
second story room and walked all the way to 
Churchville, seven miles away. Here she en- 
tered the Church of the Biessed Sacrament 
and disrobed in the presence of those assem- 
ba before they had realized what she was 

ing. 

On another occasion she escaped perfectly 
nude, and in that condition ran through the 
borough of Greshville at high noon. She was 
80 fleet-footed that she esca all her pur- 
suers and spent several nights on the neigh- 
boring hills before she was recaptured by the 
posse sent out to search for her. 

Mary Ruth. in one of her calm moments, 
statement to the reporter: 
When I heard of the rumor that I had be- 
witched Mrs. Boyer I went to the witch doctor 
in Reading and asked him whether it was true 
that I had puta spell on her. He said that 
she had certainly been bewitched, but refused 
to say whether I was the guilty party. He 
gave me some medicine and after I im- 
mediately commenced to lose my senses, 
Some one told me that the penalty was $1,000 
fine for witchcraft, and that we would be sued 
and all our property taken from us. This 
worried me and I've had no rest and peace of 
mind since.“

| GRAVE TROUBLE FEARED | 


"LONGSHOREMEN VOTE TO ASSUMETHE 
OFFENSIVE VIGOROUSLY. 

They Will Visit the Docks at 5:30 O'Clock 
This Morning—The Union Determined 
te Stop AM Werk—Non-Union Men te Be 
“ Labored ” With—Distarbances That 
Took Piace Yesterday—Vessels Unloaded 
Under Police Protection—Other Labor 
Matters. 

A serious collision between the strikt 
longsho remen and the men who have — 
their places is anticipated this morning. At 
a meeting held at Seamen’s Hall last night 
the strikers voted to beat the docks at 5:30 
o’cluck this morning and make a strong ef- 
fort to prevent the new meu going to work. 
While the resolution to this effect had a clause 
referring to the use of “ fair measures,” the 
construction the strikers will place on the 


term, it is believed, will be of anything but 


an amicable nature. Whenever the union and 
non-union men have met heretofore the result 
has invariably been a battle, and indica- 
tions point to a bitter fight this morning. 

There were 800 strikers at last night’s meet- 
ing, and the sentiment of all was in favor of 
assuming the offensive. “We have madea 
mistake,” said President Doyle of the union, 
“in waiting until the new men reach the 


docks, where the police protect them. Let us 


meet them as they come to work tomorrow 
morning. Let every man be on duty.“ 

The utterances of speakers were 
on a par with those of President Doyle. The 
disturbances of yesterday were related with 
satisfaction and met with indorsement. 

More pacific means of bringing the strike 
to an end than have heretofore been opera- 
tive were discussed, and tiuaily it was decided 
that a com mittee of two from each dock wait 
on the lake line agents this morning and make 
this proposition: That the union would enter 
into an agreement not to strike for more 
wages again this season if its members were 
given 25 cents an hour and shifting time. 

Agents Not Disposed to Yield. 

When informed of the proposition the ts 
said they were not dis to accept it. They 
they had fought fight through so far 
and were over the worst of it. To discharge 
their new men now to take back the strikers 
would be an injustice they would nat counte- 
nance. Fast freight was now being sent by 
rail from New York and the pressure for the 
immediate handling of freight here would be 
relieved in a day or two. y were getting 
better rates on grain than they would have 
received were it not for the strike, and this 
was some compensation for the loss of time 
they had suffered. 

presence of the police in ample numbers 
prevented the anticipated attack of the 
strikers on the docks yesterday morning. The 
then were given their dinners in the ware- 
house and after work last night they were es- 
corted out of danger by the potice. Instead 
of working nights as is usually the case on the 
lake and rail docks, everything was suspended 
at 6 in order that the newcomers might get 
home before dark. At the Western Transit 
two full gangs nearly succeeded in unloading 
the Hudson and at the Anchor Line eighty-three 
men ed in taking the cargo out of the 
Alaska. The Union Line had 108 men on the 
ot and succeeded in caring for it nicely ; 
the H. J. Jewett taking its place in the after- 
noon.

ish Association collected a large amount 
of data on this question. They have already 
told us some curious things, such as the fact 
that excellent wheat lands north of Manitoba 
overlie frozen earth that never thaws. 

Sometimes geologists fiad strata of rocks 
that they are able to show must have deen 
buried at a remote age 20,000 feet under the 
surface. These upturned edges of rock, which 
some terrible convulsion lifted to the air, 
give usa glimpse of the condition of the m- 
terior some way below the greatest depth to 
which we can attain. The workmen in the 
deepest nines in Europe swelter in almost in- 
tolerable heat, and vet they have wever pene- 
trated over one-seven-thousandth part of the 
distance from the surface to the center of the 
earth. In the dower levelsof some of the Com- 
stock mines the men fought scalding water, 
and could labor only three or four hours at a 
time until the Sutro tunnel pierced the wines 
and drew off some of the terrible heat, which 
had stood at 120°. r 

Ihe deepest boring ever made, that at 
Sperenberg, Lear Berlin, penetrates unly 4,172 . 
feet, about 1,000 feet deeper than the famous 
artesian well at St. Louis. The result of this 
imperfect knowledge is that there are more 
theories and disputes among scientific men 
with regard to the interior of the earth than 
about any other renee, of physical science, 
Some eminent physicists, for instance, like 
Sir William Thomson, have believed that the 
crust of the earth is at least 800 miles thick.

HISTORY OF THE WOOL TARIFF. 


What It Teaches—The Industry Declining 
Under Increased Duties. 

Boston Globe, July 4: History is repeating 
itself m connection with the wool tariff. The 
high duties which were imposed in 1867 were 
fully expected to encourage wool growing, 
particularly in Ohio. As a matter of fact the 
industry instead of increasing declined during 
the next few years. . 

In the eight principal sheep-raising States 
east of the Missouri River there were 29,879,- 
222 sheep at the beginning of 1867 and only 
14,761,150 at the beginning of 1882. The de- 
cline in Ohio and Michigan was peculiarly 
significant, and is shown below, the figures 
stating thenumber of sheep in each of those 
States at given dates:

Without asserting that the high tariff was 
the cause of this decrease in sheep, it is per- 
fectly evident that it failed to prevent the de- 
crease, and failed to increase the production 
of wool. It was expressly designed to pro- 
mote wool growing. and for at least ten years 
it had no such effect. 

In 1890 another high tariff act was passed for 
the alleged benefit of the infant industry of 
tending . Ohio and Michigan dictated 
its terms, as before. The wool schedule of the 
McKinley bill, like that of the act of 1867, was 
expressly designed to increase the price of 
Ohio and Michigan wools. In point of fact it 
has had no such result. 

Ou the contrary, these descripnons of wool 
are two and three cents per pound lower than 
a year ago, and, in the language of the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin, merino wool-growing 
east of the Mississippi continues to be stead- 
ily but surely dying from natural causes. 

In 1877 George Wiliam Bond, the recog- 
nized authority in the trade, said of the tariff 
of 1867: I never doubted, judging from the 
experience of this and all wool-growing and 
manufacturing countries, that it would prove 
disastrous to the interests of the wool growers. 
It has had ten years of trial, and the result has 
been in accordance with all such experience.“ 

The records of the thirteen years from 1877 
to 1890 verified Mr. Bond’s predictions still 
further, and 1891 is going right ahead along 
the same line. 


The proper course for the New England 


manufacturers is now plain. They are on 

record as ing that the American man- 
ufacturer, to compete with the fabrics of 
other nations in endless variety demanded 
by our times, must have the power of select- 
ing a portion of his raw material from all the 
world’s sources of supply.“ 

At the same time the vourse of wool tariffs, 
prices and imports, not merely for twenty-five 
years, but for almost seventy years, demon- 
strates that high duties on wool are of no 
benefit. if not, indeed, a positive detriment, 
to the domestic producers. 

The right thing for all the manufacturers 
to do is, therefore, to issue a declaration of 
independence of the political shepherds of 
Ohio and join those of their number who. as 
members of the Wool Consumers’ Association, 
are demanding free wool.

FAILURE TO FIND ir IN THE BLACK 
HILLS COUNTRY. 


“ Claims” Being Worked but No Ore Pro- 
duced— Results of the Harney Peak Com- 
pany’s Efforts Far from Encouraging— 
English Owners Dissatisfied—A Libel 
Suit Growing Out of an Expert's Report 

_ Apparent Attempts to Hide the Facts. 

Hi Crry, S. D., July 3.—[St. Louis Re- 
public.]—A great deal has been said and 
written recently regarding tin in the Black 
Hills country. There are two regions in the 
Black Hills in which tin is presumed to 
abound ; one is at Harney’s Peak, in the south- 
ern portion of the hilis, and the other is at 
Nigger Hill, in the northern portion of the 
hills. Near Hill City, in the southern hills. 
are located the properties of the Harney Peak 
Tin Mining company, a company that has a 
capital of several millions of dollars, has se- 
cured in the neighborhood of a thousand 
claims, and has done more for the discovery 
of tin in the Black Hills and for the develop- 
ment of the tin industry in America than any 
and all other companies combined. There 
are several smaller companies and individuals 
with one or more claims in the Harney Peak 
district, but they all want the capital with 
which to develop their property, and are sim- 
ply domg the neceasary assessment work 
under the law and holding on to their claims 
and waiting, Micawber-like, for something to 
turn up. 

In the Nigger Hill district ‘are located the 
properties of the Cleveland Tin Mining and 
Milling company, of the Mansfield Tin Mining 
and Milling company, and numerous claims of 
individuals, No development work has been 
done or undertaken in this district as yet, the 
work having been confined exclusively to as- 
sessment work and prospecting. It is given 
out, however, and generally believed. that if 
there is tin in paying qualities in the Black 
Hills country it is in the Nigger Hill dis- 
trict. 

The Efforts Made. 

The oniy efforts to develop the tin in the 
Black Hills are those that have been made by 
the Harney Peak Tin Mining and Milling 
company, and the results of the efforts of this 
company are far from encouraging as to the 
future of the tin industry in this country and 
in the Black Hills in particular. The Harney 
Peak company is composed of syndicates 
of New York and English capitalists. The 
workings of the company are not at the 
present time harmonious,and have not been 
for some time past. The directors of the 
New York syndicate want to bond and sell, 
while the directors of the English syndicate 
want to work and develop the property. The 
result is there has been considerable conflict 
within the management of late. At the pres- 
ent time there are two managers, a Mr. Wilt- 
sie. representing the English directors, and a 
Mr. Wicker, representing the New York di- 
rectors, the latter being in actual control. 
Formerly the reports of the management 
were made to the English directors in Lon- 
don, but since the New York faction came 
into control all the reports are sent to the di- 
rectors in New York, and not to those in Lon- 
don, as formerly. ’ 

It is an open secret here that the English 
syndicate are not satisfied either with the 
management of the properties or with their 
investment. It is claimed by them that they 
have been swindled by misrepresentation ag 
to the existence of tin in paying quantities in 
this district, made by a Mr. Wilson, the Amer- 
ican who conducted the negotiations and the 
organization of the com in London, It 
is reported on good authority that they will 
not permit him to depart from London until 
after it is determi whether there is tin in 
paying quantities, as represented; if there is 
not, criminal p ings will be begun 
against him for false representations. This 
fact doubtless explains the anxiety ef the 
English directors to on without further 
delay with the work of developing the prop- 


erty. 

Thomas H. White, an English mining en- 
gineer, at present located at Deadwood, S. 
D., carefully examined the Harney Peak dis- 
trict, and reported that there was no tin there, 
or if there was any it did not exist in paying 
4 He also wrote a series of articles 

or London papers in which he maintained 
that tin did not existin the Biack Hills in 
aying quantities. The London edition of the 
ew York Herald took up the discussion and 
said some rather uncomplimentary thi re- 
garding White’s abilities asa mining engineer, 
accusing him of incompetency in alleging 
that tin did. not exist in paying quantities. 
The result was a suit for libel against the pub- 
lisher and proprietor of the London edition 
of the Herald, in which suit White recovered 
judgment for about £750 damages and costs. 

A “Petered-Oat” Vein. 

Whatever may have been the merits of the 
libel suit it is certain that tin has not yet been 
found in paying quantities in the Black Hills, 
either at Harney Peak or Nigger Hill. The 
Harney Peak company have but five claims 
that have at any time shown much promise of 
tin, and of these the Addie was considered as 


lost. workimen are reported to be now 
more than forty feet beyond where the vein 
disappeared, or petered out, and all efforts to 
find it have proved futile. It is thought that 
the vein, if there was truly one, is what is 
known in miner's phrase as “ pinched out.“ 

Mr. Baring Gould, the brother of Mr. Ed- 
win Gould, the great financier of the Barings 
in London, who came to the Black Hills to 
look after the interests of the English syndi- 
cate, but was ousted of all control or voice 
in the management by the New York contin- 
gent of directors, says that there is not tin in 
paying quantities at Harney Peak, and that 
the company has no considerable quantity of 
tin ore on their dumps today.

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DRY TIME FORSTATESMEN 


GEN. M’COOK, SENATOR MANDERSON, 
AND PROHIBITION IN VERMONT. 


The Distinguished Gentlemen Had Parched 
Throats and It Took Them Some Time 
to Learn the Ropes—Experiences in 
Their Persistent Hunt for Alcohol—They 


Got Some New Ideas Concerning Pro- 
hibition, 


Rurranp, Vt., July 4.—[New York Sun.]— 
Senator Manderson of Nebraska and Gen. 
Anson G. McCook, Secretary of the Senate, 
who are up here enjoying the fishing, have 
had some queer experiences with the Prahi- 
bition law in Vermont. Gen. McCook’s ex- 
perience ‘came first. He arrived here first, 
and Senator Manderson caine up at his invi- 
tation. The day before the Senator’s arrival 
Gen. McCook took stock of his commissary 
stores and decided that it would be well to lay 
in a supply of something to take the dust of 
travel from the Senator’s throat. So he went 
to his landlady and asked her where be could 
get some good whisky. It happened that the 
landlady is a prohibitionist of the strictest 
sort. There was nota boarder in the house 
who could not have told him where to go, but 
none of them was around just then, and, 
without thinking of the consequences he went 
to the landlady for instructions. She was 
shocked, but she directed him to the Town 
Agency, which is the only place in town where 
liquors are legally sold. There are other places 
in town more popular. 

The agency occupies the first floor of a lit- 
tle one-and-a-half-story house a little off the 
main street, In the front is a little room par- 
titioned off for an office, with a desk for the 
agent. On the other side of the partition is a 
storeroom for liquors. The agent is a white- 
whiskered old man, a typical Vermonter. At 
the front of the building is a piazza where the 
Snake club meet every day and swap lies. 

McCook found the agency without difficulty, 
walked in, and asked for a pintof whisky. : 

Want it for medicine?” asked the agent. 

1 want it to drink, of course.“ replied 
Gen. McCook, drawing himself up to his full 
military height. Do I look sick?’ 

Can't let you have it,” replied the agent. 

„Why not?“ asked McCook, in surprise. 

Then the agent explained that he only sold 
liquors for medicinal and mechanical pur- 
poses, and could not sell whisky for use as a 
beverage. 

Look here,” said Gen. McCook, can't 
you tell me of some place in this town where 
I can get whisky to drink?“ 

The agent allowed that there were places of 
that sort in town and advised him totry a 
drug store. Now, drug stores are many in 
Rutland, though sickness is rare, and most of 
them carry a bigger stock of liquors than they 
do of drugs. Gen. McCook sallied forth and 
marched boldly into a drug store, where he 
asked for a pint of whisky. The clerk shook 
his head and replied that they did not keep it. 

McCook looked surprised for a moment, then 
concluded that he might possibly have struck 
the wrong drug store, and went out and tried 
the next. There he met with a like 
refusal. The fact was that Gen. Me- 
Cook was. a stranger and the drug stores 
seldom sell to strangers who are not intro- 
duced by some one who is known. McCook 
did not know this, but he tells the story of his 
campaign against the Rutiand drug stores 
now with rare enjoyment, tho he did not 
see any fun in it at the time. He was deter- 
mined to get that whisky or perish in the at- 
tempt.. He came out of his last drug store 
with another refusal and stood on the side- 
walk reflecting. He couldn’t remember when 
he wanted a pint of whisky so badly. As he 
gazed down the street he saw something which 
suddenly made his heart leap with joy. It 
was a man going along the sidewalk with un- 
steady gait. 

„Ah.“ said the General, there goes a man 
who has evidently had some whisky and is 
likely to get more; I will follow on his trail.” 
The drunkard continued his tortuous way 
along the street and the General kept close 
behind him. He turned the corner with the 
General at his heels. He kept on alittle way 
and then went into a cigar store. n- 
eral’s hopes fell; he did not want acigar, but he 
stood outside and waited. The drunkard kept 
on through the cigar store and through a door 
in the rear, which as it swung oper revealed a 
bar with all the fixings, two white-coated bar- 
tenders behind, anda line of customers in 
front.

Now, Jules Verne, the cham writer of 
scientific fancy, never uses aluminium much 
in his fiction. e knows too well that it 

no good. In De la Terre 4 la Lune” 
uses a aluminium bullet, not because of 
its stre but because it is so light.

in the making of aluminium came to 
me, stating that aluminium is as hard as steel, 
All wrong. The purer, the softer. Pure 
aluminium is just a trifle harder than ordi- 
— * cheap zinc or spelter, which. can be 
soldered, threaded, and drilled without dif- 
ficuity, while pure aluminium cannot be 
soldered reliably, and for working is one of 
the “nastiest” metals in existence. One 
great point in its favor, but only a point ot 
skin-deep beauty, is that the aluminium rust 
forming in the air is white, while it is brown- 
ish red on iron, green on copper, and gray on 
zinc—but aluminium tarnishes readily, my 
cially in salt air.

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NIEDRINGHAUS WAS READY. 


His Vote on the Tinplate Duty New Ex- 
plained. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 4.—In the course of a 
lengthy interview printed in the Globe-Demo- 
erat ex-Congressman Niedringhaus said he 
had positive knowledge that twenty-two firms 
in the United States are making preparation 
for the manufacture of tinplate [7], but that 
his establishment is the best equipped of any 
and was already at work. He asserie@ posi- 
tively that by Aug. l his big plant would be 
in operation and would turn out 600 boxes a 
day from the start. [7] 

He said he was not surprised at the shutting 
down of the Welsh mills, and hinted vaguely 
that he knew of the operations of labor agents 
in securing expert tin makers for American 
mills. All this reads very peculiarly in view 
of the discovery made by the Republic. In 
short, it was learned that Mr. Niedringhaus has 
seen that the effect of the McKinley bill, for 
which he voted in Congress, would be to raise 
the price of tin from 10 to 20 per cent, and he 
accordingly provided for the occasion. While 
in his capacity as a politician declaring that 
the McKinley bill would 7 erect factor- 
ies in this country, Mr. Niedringhaus in his 
capacity as a business-man has been laying in 
an abundant supply of the foreign product of 
pauper labor, which be will sell at McKinley 
prices in competition with the alleged Ameri- 
can product. 

Men in the same business with Mr. Nied- 
ringhaus say that, asa result of bis business 
shrewdness, he will have reaped a profit of 
$60,000 as the result of the increase in the 
tariff on tinplate for which he voted. Today 
Mr. Ni haus bas stored in the Union 
Warehouse, corner of Main and Florida 
streets, a vast quanti 8 Welsh tinplate. of 
the brand known to trade as Adelaide.“ 
He has recently imported, having in view the 

McKinley tinplate duty wh.ch went into 
effect July at fty carloads (about 2,500,000 
pounds) of this tinplate. 

It is this plate which was stored in the Union 
warehouse. With a view to ascertaining the 
facts regarding this a Times representative 
se visited the warehouse. The ware- 

ouse company ’s property covers four blocks, 
being in detached buildings. Huge signs at 
every instance inform the unwary that “this 
is private property,” and to keep out.“ 
Knowing, from former experience, that ware- 
house clerks and employés are gruff and would 
refuse to give the requisite information if 
asked, the reporter began a tour of investiga- 
tion on his own account. 

After considerable time he located the Nied- 
ringhaus tin. He discovered the tin stored in 
the building bounded by the levee, Mul- 
lanphy, Florida, and Main streets. The build- 
ing is a —— brick structure divided into 
compartments, doors giving entrance to 
wagons. The Niedringhaus compartment is 
about the center of the building, being entered 
through the third wagonway. The reporter 
on entering found stored here on a rough esti- 
mate about 15,000 boxes of Welsh tin- 

They were ranged in long rows, 

five to six rows, some 
having already been partially removed. In 
each row there were about thirty piles, and in 
each pile from seven to fifteen boxes of tin- 
plate. number of boxes conveyed in 
each car ranges from 250 to 300, so t the 
amount of tmplate found in storage would 
seem to confirm the statement that Niedring- 
haus had recently imported fifty carloads of 
tinplate. 

A negro laborer was at work near by un- 
Yoading a car, and the reporter asked him to 
whom the tinplate belonged. 

* Niedri ” was the reply. 

About this time a two-horse wagon, carry- 
ing the sign on both sides The St. Louis 
Stamping company.“ drove up, and, with the 
assistance of several men, a load of the tin- 
plate was taken from the Niedringhaus * * 
partment. When the wagon drove a oe Beg 
reporter followed it until it reached Ni 
haus’ plant, where it was unloaded, aaa So the 
wagon returned for more. Further pursuing 
the investigations the reporter called upon a 
gentleman who has many business dealings 
with Mr. Niedrmghaus and who is familiar 
with many details of the business. 

He said: The St. Louis Stamping com- 
pany uses about 25, 000 boxes of tin — a year 
in their works. In addition to this they sell 
about 12,000 boxes, making their total require- 
ments for business purposes abgut 37,000. I 
know Niedringhaus is well prepared for the 
increased duty. He has already made $50,000 
and more out of it. Last November, when 
the ee law took effect, I met Tom 
Niedringhaus one day, and I said, * Tom, how 
is your father fixed for tinplate?’ 0, he’s all 
right,’ replied Tom. ‘ He ex the price 
to go up 1 and, placed an order for 
50,000 at I ‘old price’ 
was about $4.50 a box. * since then tinplate 
has advanced to 35.75. Probably considerable 
of this order has been al disposed of by 
Niedringhaus, and the rest of it is in the stofe. 
I know that since that time Ni haus has 
placed several large orders, but just what 
amounts I never learned.”’

A Threatened Malarial Plague—Low Water 
in Croton Lake Has Left Stretches of 
Muddy Shore Covered with Decaying 
Vegetable and Animal Matter from 
Which Noisome Exhalations Arise—Citi- 
zens of the Metropolis Aroused Over the 
Danger That Confronts Them. 


New York Recorder, July 5: A malaria 
plague is imminent in the neighborhvod of 
Croton Lake, and many families are hurrying 
away from that delightful region to escape the 
impending danger. Within the last ten days 

so much water has been drawn from the lake 
for the city’s water supply that the lake is 
lower than ever before. The receding water 
has left exposed miles of mud flats covered 
with vegetable matter, which festers in the sun 
and fills the air with a nauseating stench. 
Aquatic plants imbedded in green scum coat 
the steeper sides of the lake and are now de- 
caying and increasing the smells that offend 
the nostrils of residents. Millions of m 
live in the lake, and wagonloads of —— have 
recently been left dead upon its shores. 

Columbus Seely and other of the older in- 
habitants are astounded at the deadly epi- 
demie that is slaughtering the fresh water 
clams.”’ At man po on the two-mile 
stretch between s Bridge and Burry 
farm the beach is literally covered with these 
decaying shellfish. Never before have peo peopie 
nye about the lake been so thoroug 
frightened by the miasmatic outlook. 

The Re Rev. D. Parker Morgan of Heave 4 
Rest Parish, Fifth avenue and Forty-fift 
street, this city, is much concerned over the 
miasma which arises from the bare beaches 
around the lake. He has charge of the Fresh 
Air Fund Home of his parish. The home 
fronts directly on Croton Lake, and many 
hundred children and invalid adults spend 
their summer months there. The children 
are taken there for their health, 
and the cler He gee fears that his charges 
will be attacked by malaria, which fills the air 
in Croton Valley. Mr. Morgan said yester- 
day: The water in the lake was never 80 
low in my recollection, and the effluvia arising 
from the decomposition of the vegetable mat- 
ter, mussels, and fish is so offensive that people 
have to sit in their houses with cl doors 
and windows. The atmosphere is impregnated 
with germs of malaria, and I fear that our 
young charges will not gain much health from 
such impure air, Their chief amusements are 
buating, fishing, ana playing on the beach, but 
the abominable condition of the lake may pre- 
vent the children from enjoying themselves as 
they have in previous years. The most 
mysterious feature of the evil is that no one 
appears to know who is responsible for draw- 
ing off the water. 

There is an abundant supply of water at 
ite source to keep the lake filled to the brim 
all year. Instead of allowing it to do so they 
run the water off through the gates at Croton 
dam and leave the lake in a condition that 
8 the health of every one about it. 

hen they draw water from the lake to the 
city aqueduct they were to allow an equal 
uantity to come from its sources of supply 
the lake would keep evenly full. Letting the 
water suddenly rush over the decom 
matter until the lake is full and then drawing 
it off for city consumption must necessarly 
cone germs of disease into the aqueduct. No 
of water fertilization by — fol- 
ae by settling can purify this fluid. We 
have tried every way in our power to ascer- 
tain why the water is drawn from the lake, 
but got no satisfaction. 

Last week two residents of the lake region 
visited the Aqueduct Board and presented a 
startling pictare of the filthy —— of 
those. parts of the lakes whose bottom and 
sides are exposed to thesun. They were prom- 
ised that their complaint would be romptly 
investigated, but nothing came of it. Palmer’s 
Hotel, on the east shore of the lake, was ten 
days ago filled with guests. The foul smells 
arising from the sun-baked mud and vegetable 
matter, and the fear of sickness, made the 
boarders seek safety in the city. Chills and 
fever have become common. Before this sum- 
mer that form of sickness was almost un- 
known i My the Aegan ee 2 the —— 
lay it all to t tilenti ors arising from 
the half -Hlled lake. 


VENETIAN GLASS BEAD WONDER. 


Signora Angelini’s Coatly Gift to the Fran- 
ciscans at Jerusalem, 

New York Herald: Venice, the Queen of 
the Adriatic, sea goddess of the thirteenth 
century, the cradle of the arts that blossomed 
into the Renaissance in Europe, still nurses 
what is now almost a lost art, that of weav- 
ing the exquisite glass beads of which she at 
one time held the monopoly in trade and 
manufacture into pictures which some think 
as fine as the paintings of her best artists or 
the tapestries of Gobelin. 

Isaw a piece of this wonderful Venetian 
— bead tapestiy a few days ago at the 

use of the Commissariat of the Holy Land 
in West Ninety-tifth street. This Commissariat 
1s, as all Catholics know, one of the many or- 

anizations of the Franciscans. Its function 
the recovery and-preservation of the sanctu- 
aries of the Holy Land, those places in Pales- 
tine, and particularly in Jerusalem, which 
were the scenes of the passion, crucifixion, 
‘and resurrection of Christ. Ever since 


thirteenth century the Franciscans have had | 


charge of this work. 

The piece of Venetian glass bead work, 
shown only to the favored few who enjoy the 
friendship and confidence of the reverend 
commissary of the Holy Land, is the work of 
a Venetian lady of rank, the Signora Catarina 
Angelini, who sent it as a present to the Fran- 
ciscans in Jerusalem. From there it was sent 
to the Very. Rev. Charles Vissani, commis- 
sary of the Holy Land,’ residing in New 
York. It is seven and a half by seven feet in 
size, and some idea of the work as a specimen 
of feminine industry may be gleaned from the 
fact that there are in it 1,600,000 
fine glass beads. That means there 
were 1,600,000 stitches taken to make 
the piece. It took the Signora and 
two other ladies, incessantly working on 
it, two winters and one summer to accom- 
plish the task. The beads are of the kind 
called ** Margueritine,“ of that fine glass 
made in the manufactories of Murano—an 
island of Venice, to which the glass-makers 
were really confined, under pretext of rotec- 
tion, in the centuries when enice 
had the monopoly of the glass industry of 
the world. Then the glass blower who re- 
vealed the secrets of his art was liable to have 
his property confiscated, with, perhaps, ban- 
— added. And the dreaded Council of 
Ten, 5 it saw fit, might even condemn him to
